PAKISTAN EXPORTS STEEL BARS TO INDIA 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 3 Mar 80 p 5 


[Text] Pakistan has secured for the first time a sizeable export order 
for supply of 5,000 tons of steel re-rolled bars to India. 


The steel re-rolled bars are being supplied by the state-managed unit-- 
Metropolitan Steels--which has also supplied 1,000 tons of similar bars 
worth about 400,000 dollar to Afghanistan in November and December last. 


The Managing Director of the Metropolitan Steels told PPI here yesterday 
that the order for supply of re-rolled steel bars to India had been won 
through participation in an open tender at the fag end of last year. 


He said the entire consignment would fetch about two million dollars and 
the delivery scheduled is expected to be completed by the end of this 
month. 


So far, he said, about 1,800 tons of bars had already been dispatched to 
India, while the remaining quantity would be transported soon subject to 
the availability of railway wagons. 


Replying to a question, he did not rule out the possibility of getting 
another order for supply of the re-rolled steel bars to India.--PPI

[Text] Bott dogmatism and empiricism are two forms of subjectivism. 
Dogmatism means blindly duplicating and practicing according to the 
knowl. dge gained from books or the experience of Marxist-Leninist 
parties in other countries without taking into consideration the con- 
crete conditions in one's own country. Empiricism means viewing one's 
own fragmentary experience as absolute truth. 


Both these two types of subjectivism are one-sided and do not view 
matters as a whole. They emphasize the parts but ignore the whole. 

If we fail to recognize or to correct such one-sided shortcomings, we 
shall definitely be committing errors in our line, policies and prac- 
tical work. Of these two types of subjectivism, dogmatism was once a 
bigger threat within our party. This is because those who committed 
errors of dogmatism could easily cloak themselves as Marxists and con- 
fuse the worker-peasant cadres and use them as their servants and could 
also overawe inexperienced youths and exploit them. 


Thus, in the methods of thinking, subjectivism must be opposed reso- 
lutely. In place of subjectivism, the dialectical materialist outlook 


must be built firmly. Efforts must be made to consider, approach, review 


and resolve all problems in accordance with the dialectical materialist 
outlook. In other words, we must adhere to dialectical materialism and 
historical materialism as our world outlook while resolutely opposing 
the idealistic and metaphysical world outlook. Only when the entire 
party has the same method of thinking can we achieve unity of will and 
practice and avoid errors. 
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One important aspect of educating party members in political thinking 
is to intensively educate them in the party's general program, consti- 
tution and policies, and to constantly raise their level of understand- 
ing of the party line and policies. All the comrades in the party must 
firmly adhere to the party general program. They must be firmly guided 
by that orientation and must correctly put into practice the party's 
concrete line and policies. 


It is essential to oppose left and right deviations in order to cor- 
rectly implement the party line and policies. Comrade Mao Zedong said: 
What does left mean? Going ahead of time, before the current situation 
warrants [myet hmauk achay anay htet kyaw lun gyin]; adventurism in 
action, line and policy; and resorting to blind attacks to settle prob- 
lems concerning struggles or problems in dispute--such are left devia- 
tions and they are not good. Lagging behind time, being behind the 
current situation and feebleness in character in struggles--such are 
right deviations and they are also bad. In our party, not only are there 
many people who favor the "left" but also those who prefer the right or 
right-leaning middle-of-the-road. All of these are bad. We must 
struggle on two fronts; in other words, we must oppose left deviation 
as well as right deviation. This was stated on page 167 of Volume 4 of 
Mao Zedong's "Selected Works" published in English by the Foreign 
Language Press, Beijing. 


Since left or right deviation means ignoring Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought and the correct line and policies, they both affect and cause 
losses to the party and the revolution. We must therefore open two 
fronts in the struggle against both the left and right deviations. 


According to the historical experience of our party as well as that of 
the world communist movement, it is imperative to attack and oppose 
mainly revisionism. At the same time, both dogmatism and empiricism 
must be opposed and attacked wherever they emerge. Only then can we 
insure the implementation of the party's correct revolutionary line and 
unify the party on the foundations of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought, the correct general program, constitution and policies. 


4. Organizationally Building the Party 


A. Building a Firm and Sturdy Party in Accordance With Democratic 
Centralism 


The tasks of building the party in accordance with political thinking 
and organizationally are closely related. While emphasizing the build- 
ing of the party in accordance with political thinking, it must be built 
firmly and consolidated in accordance with organizational discipline. 
Leading organizations of the party at all levels must be built into 
efficient and consolidated bodies. We must also have organizational 
structures which are needed, and disciplinary rules which are 
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comprehensive and correct. In other words, building the party in 
accordance with political thinking must be insured by building it 
organizationally. Our party must be built firmly and sturdily in 
accordance with the organizational and disciplinary principles of 
democratic centralism. 


Democratic centralism means building a centralized system on the founda- 
tion of democracy and practicing democracy under centralism. The ques- 
tion of whether it is essential to practice democratic centralism inside 
the party is the basic difference between Marxism and revisionism. 


[BKO60257] If errors of left or right deviation are committed inside 
the party, not only will ideological sectarianism emerge but also fac- 
tionalism, and if these are not stopped in time, movements to divide 
the party will also emerge. Under such circumstances, both inner-party 
democracy as well as centralism will weaken. Thus, in accordance with 
the hi:torical experience of our party, we must carry out intensive 
education inside the party on the importance of democratic centralisn, 
strive to insure correct practice of democratic centralism inside the 
party, and firmly and sturdily build the party in accordance with 
democretic centralism. 


We must do our very best to develop democracy inside the party in 
accordance with the conditions of the revolutionary war being waged. 
Only by developing inner-party democracy can we boost the vigor of the 
masses inside the party, and only then will we be able to overcome 
difficulties and successfully accomplish our work in unity. 


In developing inner-party democracy, it is essential to adhere to and 
practice the principles taught by Comrade Mao Zedong: Say all you know 
and say it without reserve; blame not the speaker but take heed of his 
words; correct mistakes if you have committed them and guard against 
them if you have not. 


Even if false allegations are made against you, the masses must be 
allowed to say what is on their mind. Barring opinions which are dif- 
ferent from yours, preventing criticism, retaliating, and so forth, are 
entirely wrong. Criticism and self-criticism must be practiced. Since 
making unresearched or groundless statements, slandering, making personal 
attacks, defamation and so forth are wrong, education in these must be 
conducted inside the party. 


The principle of collective leadership and individual responsibility must 
be thoroughly practiced among members of party committees. The party 
committee system must be built firmly and sturdily. In doing so, we 

must rely on collective deliberation, collective experience, collective 
knowledge, collective efforts and collective decision. All policy matters 
and important problems [must] be resolved through collective leadership, 
collective deliberation and individual responsibility in carrying out 
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the tasks concerned. Inside the party committee erroneous ways--such 
as, individuals monopolizing the conduct of affairs or shirking indi- 
vidual responsibility--must be prevented and overcome. 


All acts which damage democratic life inside the party and which deprive 
democratic rights of the party members are in fact opposing democratic 
centralism. Such acts must be prevented and banned in accordance with 
party discipline. Democratic rights of the party members as stipulated 
in the party constitution must be completely assured. On the other hand, 
if there is no centralized control or guidance, the practice of democracy 
will deviate from the correct objective; meaning that democracy as well 
as centralism will be destroyed. 


Some persons inside the party show a tendency to form factions, are 
unwilling, to abide by organizational discipline, show anarchistic 
behavior, wish to stay away from the leadership of the party organiza- 
tion, and so forth. It is essential to thoroughly understand that it is 
completely impermissible to act in cliques or factions inside a communist 
party, that a communist party member must not only not take part in fac- 
tions or in acts to split factions but must even resolutely oppose such 
acts, and that it is necessary to have democracy inside a communist 
party as well as to strengthen centralism. 


Making inner-party democracy flourish is not to weaken discipline or to 
sap the fighting capacity but to strengthen discipline and to boost 
fighting capacity. In strengthening democratic centralism inside the 
party, it is essential to vigilantly oppose two deviations. The first 
deviation is reluctance to abide by decisions which are different from 
one's opinions; the second deviation is blindly following the decisions 
of the higher organization. Simce both these deviations can affect and 
destroy democratic centralism, they must be opposed and overcome. 


The iron-clad discipline of a proletarian party is the basic requisite 
to defeat the enemy class and to attain victory for the revolution. 
Comrade Lenin said: Whoever weakens the iron-clad discipline of a prole- 
tarian party, however slight it may be, particularly in the period of 
exercising the dictatorship of one's own class, is in fact opposing the 
proletariat and is supporting the bourgeoisie. This statement is cited 
on page 33 of V. I. Lenin's book: "The [word indistinct] Communism of 
the Leftist Gang," published in Engligh language in 1970 by the Foreign 
Languages Press in Beijing. 


{BK060325] Moreover Comrade Mao Zedong said: Discipline assures the 
implementation of the line. Without discipline, it is impossible for 
the party to lead the masses and the army in the struggle for victory. 
This statement is cited on page 169 of "The Documents of the llth 
Congress of the Chinese Communist Party," published in English language 
by the Foreign Languages Press in Beijing. 
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It is important to strengthen party discipline to insure unity in the 
party's work and activities. The whole party must abide by and prac- 
tice the principles of democratic centralism. The individual is subordi- 
nate to the organization; the minority is subordinate to the majority; 
the 'ower level is subordinate to the higher level; and the entire party 
is subordinate to the Central Committee. Whoever violates these articles 
of disci»line disrupts party unity. 


A party member must not adopt a liberal attitude toward the decisions 
of a party organization and the party leadership. To accept a decision 
only when it agrees with one's opinions and reject it when it does not 
agree, or to agree when discussing face to face but oppose behind the 
back, and pretend to agree but practice otherwise, and so forth, are 
wrong. 


Comrade Mao Zedong said: One requirement of party discipline is that 
the minority should submit to the majority. If the view of the minority 
has been rejected, it must support the decision passed by the majority. 
If necessary, the minority can bring up the matter for reconsideration 
at the next meeting, but apart from that, it must not act against the 
decision in any way. This is cited on page 218, Volume I, Book 1 of the 
"Selected Works of Mao Zedong," published in 1967 in Burmese language 

by the Foreign Languages Press of Beijing. 


Generally speaking, the majority stand is correct but in certain cases, 
the minority stand may also be correct. Therefore, under the conditions 
of observing the organization's discipline, the minority, whose view 
differs from that of the majority, must be permitted to hold their view. 
It is imperative that the majority does not boycott or oppress the 
minority. 


In order to insure that the action of the party is united, education in 
discipline must be enforced. Supervision must be imposed to insure that 
ordinary party members observe discipline, while ordinary party members 
must also be allowed to make sure that party leaders observe discipline. 


Party organizations at all levels must carefully examine the observance 
of discipline among party members and party cadres, criticize all 
instances where party discipline was violated and, if necessary, wage a 
struggle; praise all instances in which party discipline was conscien- 
tiously observed; actively abide by and carry out party policies, dis- 
cipline and decisions; and prescribe detailed inner-party discipline to 
insure regular communications inside the party and to consolidate the 
four articles of discipline of democratic discipline as well as the 
work and activities of leading departments at all levels. 


All phenomena of liberalism inside our party must be overcome. Since 
liberalism is a poison which eats away the insides, it affects and 
disrupts unity, causes disunity among comrades, creates irresponsibility 
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in work, causes dissension, disrupts strict discipline and organization, 
prevents the party from fully exercising its policies and moves party 
organizations further away from the masses, and ultimately it will 
destroy the party. Therefore, such bad deviation must be opposed and 
attacked. 


If we correctly practice democratic centralism, democracy will flourish, 
and together with the strengthening of centralism on the broad founda- 
tion of democracy, we will be able to create a political situation which 
is centralized, democratic, disciplined, free, unified in spirit and 
where personal happiness prevails. 


B. The Cadre Problem 


In the organizational building of the party, the cadre problem plays an 
important role. After laying down a correct political line, whether this 
line can be implemented or not depends on the cadres. In other words, 
after a correct political line has been laid down, the cadres play a 
decisionmaking role. 


Since our party is leading a revolution, if it does not have many cadres 
who are politically farsighted and competent in work, we shall not be 
able to accomplish the historical tasks of the revolutionary struggle. 


[BK060419] When training and fostering cadres, emphasis must be placed 
on making their political thinking proficient while improving their work 
competency. On the basis of the requirements of the current phase of 
revolution, it is necessary to train and foster cadres in all fields so 
that they will be able to serve the masses wholeheartedly. For example, 
it is essential to train and foster cadres who understand and who are 
skilled in party work, politics, the military, agrarian work, economics, 
culture, administration, mass movements, the united front, and other 
fields. 


We must also concentrate on fostering and training female cadres from 
minority nationality groups and from the working people. We must oppose 
Burmese chauvinism and narrow-minded nationalism and conduct education 
to correct such thinking. Many active people have emerged during the 
great struggle of the people of Burma. It is our responsibility to 
organize, train, foster, love and make use of them. 


To be in harmony with the development of the revolution, it is the duty 
of our struggle to train and foster many new cadres in a well-planned 
manner. There are cadres inside the party who come from the worker and 
peasant classes as well as from the intelligentsia. However, some 
despise one another and adopt sectarian attitudes. This phenomenon must 
be opposed and changed. The level of political as well as literary and 
cultural knowledge of cadres who come from the worker and peasant classes 
must be heightened while the cadres who come from the intelligentsia must 
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be made to study and accept the life of workers and peasante and to build 
up their proletarian world outlook in the course of the class struggle 
and mass movements. 


Contradictions still exist not only between the above-stated types of 

two cadres but also between new and veteran cadres, old and young cadres, 
local and visiting cadres, army and regional cadres, cadres of different 
work departments, Burmese and minority nationality cadres, and cadres 

of different national groups, and between army groups, regions, depart- 
ments and so forth. Since these are contradictions among the people, 
they are temporary and can be solved. Such contradictions must be solve‘ 
in accordance with the guiding principle: Start off with a will to 
achieve unity, then practice criticism and self-criticism, and attain a 
higher sense of unity. 


The above-stated cadres naturally have strong points and shortcomings. 
Therefore, they must help each other overcome shortcomings through 
mutual respect, and by learning from and assisting each other. 


Relations between such cadres are inner-party relations. When carrying 
out such relations among the cadres, the spirit of communism must be 
heightened, individualism and arrogant sectarianism must be overcome, 
and the principle that individual and partial interests must give way 
to the interests of the party must be upheld. 


Party members, particularly leading party cadres, must not seek privi- 
leges by misusing their leadership power and rights. Through such a 
method, the entire party must be unified.

{BK121118] [Text] We must give attention to cadres who are party 
members as well as those who are not party members. There are many 
capable people outside the party. We party members wet fight sectarian- 
ism outside the party just as we should within the party. 


We must be able to work together with the cadres who are not party men- 
bers, abandoning arrogance. We must give them sincere help, have a warm, 
comradely attitude toward them, and invite their opinions and criticisms. 
It is the duty of each and every member of the party to organize them so 
that they will actively take part in all the revolutionary tasks. 


We must know how to judge cadres. The principal method of judging a 
cadre is to take into account his words and actions at a certain period 
or regarding a single incident, as well as throughout his life, and to 
appraise his participation in the struggles between two concepts and 
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two lines throughout his party life and hie participation in and per- 
formance of work. 


Successors to the revolutionary cause of the proletariat come forward 
in mass struggles and are tempered in the great storms of revolution. 
Therefore, it is imperative to test and judge cadres and choose, train 
and nurture successors in the long course of mass struggles. 


We must know how to use cadres well. The two main responsibilities of 
the leadership are to work out ideas and to make good use of cadres. 
Working out ideas includes drawing up plans, making decisions, and 
giving orders and directives. To put the ideas into practice, we must 
weld the cadres together and agitate and encourage them so that they 
will go into action. This is making good use of cadres. 


When it comes to the subject of the use of cadres, there has been a 
constant struggle between the proletarian line and the bourgeois line. 
The proletarian line takes a firm stand of using competent and capable 
people who have keen political foresight. The bourgeois line makes use 
of people based on favoritism. 


The cadre policy of a communist party involves using the following 
criteria to judge a person: Does he keep party discipline, have close 
ties with the masses and the ability to work independently; is he 
active, hardworking and unselfish? This is the line of using people on 
merit. 


Going contrary to this, in order to further personal interests or the 
interests of one's own clique, the bourgeois line promotes favorite 
persons and colleagues, procures the services of persons willing to 
obey, resorts to double-dealing, pressure, attractive offers and 
promises, gathers followers and forms small cliques. Such is the line 
of the bourgeoisie which uses people based on favoritism. 


The cadre policy of the bourgeois line which uses people based on 
favoritism is a poison which disintegrates and destroys the party. 
Thus, only by implementing the proletarian line of using people based 
on merit can the party be unified, consolidated and developed. 


We must take care of cadres. While mainly emphasizing taking care of 
cadres ideologically and politically, it is necessary to take care of 
them in other ways as well. 


The leadership should adopt the following methods: 


Give them guidance. This means that they must be assisted so that they 
will have the courage to work and to assume responsibilities. They must 
also be given timely instructions so that their initiative will develop 
under the correct political line of the party. 
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Educate them by giving them the opportunity to study, so that their level 
of theoretical and policy understanding and their working capability are 
enhanced. 


Check up on the work of cadres, and help them sum up their experiences, 
carry forward their achievements and correct their mistakes and short- 
comings. To assign work without checking up and to take notice only 

when serious mistakes are made are not the way to take care of cadres. 


Working on the basis of taking care of cadres politically, difficulties 
of cadres must be looked upon with sympathy and understanding. When 
cadres face difficulties in terms of health, food, clothing or shelter 
or have domestic or other troubles, we must be sure to give them as much 
care as possible. 


The attitude to adopt toward cadres who have committed mistakes is also 
a part of taking care of cadres, and is the principal aspect of the 
cadre policy. The correct attitude to adopt toward such cadres is in 
accordance with the policy ‘learn from past mistakes to avoid future 
ones" and “cure the sickness and save the patient." We must help the 
cadres to correct their mistakes and give them the opportunity to con- 
tinue their work in the revolution. 


Comrade Mao Zedong provided us with this teaching: When a comrade com- 
mits a mistake, first observe him, then let him have clear thinking; 
next, so that we can be in unity with him, he must be helped. 


Here patience is essential. We must oppose the method of struggling 
ruthlessly and attacking relentlessly. It is imperative that we be 
united with the broad masses of cadres, including those who have com- 
mitted mistakes but who want to improve themselves, and that we be able 
to work together. 


([BK121120] C. The Role of Party Members and Primary Organizations of 
the Party 


When organizationally building the party into a sturdy party, the 
exemplary role of party members and the combatant bulwark role of the 
primary party organizations must be developed. In recruiting party 
members, we must concentrate on those who are qualified to be party 
members and who come from the basic masses, such as workers, agrarian 
workers, poor peasants, middle and lower peasants, the urban poor and 
so forth. We must take care that party members from these basic masses 
constitute the majority of the party membership. 


In accordance with the principle of the current revolution in Burma-- 
take the rural areas as the base--it is unavoidable that we recruit a 
majority of party members from the peasantry. We must practice the class 
line when recruiting the peasant class.

We must also recruit and accept as party members people who are qualified 
to be party members and come from other revolutionary sectors, such as 
the urban petty bourgeoisie, ethnic minority nationalities, women from 
working classes and other working people, including petty bourgeoisie 
intelligentsia. In doing 80, we must oppose attitudes of tending to 
ignore class nature and not wanting to practice the class line. At the 
same time, we must oppose class bigotry. 


Primary organizations of the party are the units which firmly implement 
the party line and policies in the movements of the three kinds of social 
practice--the class struggle, the struggle for production, and scientific 
experiment. These organizations are responsible for agitation and educa- 
tion to insure that party members play the role of the spearhead van- 
guard as well as the role of bridging the gap between the masses and the 
party. 


Primary party organizations are close to the people. Therefore, they 
must be strengthened on all sides. They must be built into militant 
bulwarks which can organize the masses of people inside and outside the 
party to defeat the class enemies. 


D. Commendation, Taking Action and Meting Out Punishment Inside the 
Party 


Commendations, taking action and meting out punishment inside the party 
must be done correctly. 


Party members must be commended when they show through actual deeds that 
they are unreservedly loyal to the party and the masses; are exemplary 
in observing and upholding the discipline of the party, the people's 
army, people's administrative organizations and the revolutionary mass 
organizations; use great initiative in outstandingly pursuing party 
organization, the general program and policies as well as the decisions 
of the Central Committee and of the higher party organizations concerned; 
and are outstanding and successful in carrying out the tasks assigned by 
the party. 


At the same time, action must be taken, depending on the extent of actual 
guilt, in regard to all acts which violate the party constitution, gen- 
eral program and policies, or party discipline, or the decisions of the 
party Central Committee or of the higher party organizations concerned. 


All commendations, action and punishment inside the party must be done 
with the goal of educating the entire party, the party members concerned 
and the masses. They are not meant to gratify the pride of or to punish 
an individual. 


Commending a party member is done with the aim of establishing a model 


for party members to emulate and to set up an exemplary work style inside 
the party. 
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Criticiem and disciplinary action against party members who commit mis- 
takes are done to correct the mistakes, to redeem the party members 
concerned and to warn other party members against committing mistakes. 





5. Building the Party in Accordance With Work Style 


The work style which our party--equipped with the weapon of Marxism- 
Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought--must adopt is principally to integrate 
theory with practice, to practice the masse line and to practice criti- 
cism and self-criticism. 


Firmly integrating theory with practice is the outstanding feature of 
our party, which differentiates it from other political parties. Only 
the Communist Party, which looks toward no other interests but the 
interests of the proletariat and the working people, can practice such 
a work style and make words agree with deeds. 


[BK121122] When the universal truth of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought is correctly integrated with the revolutionary practice of 
Burma, that truth becomes an invincible weapon for the people of all 
nationalities in Burma to wield. Our party has developed and matured 
while struggling against left and right opportunism, which are against 
that universal truth. 


It is essential to conduct methodical education in methods of thinking 
in order to insure that erroneous thinking and work styles inside the 
party are constantly corrected. Education in methods of thinking is the 
key link to insure that all revolutionary tasks are carried through to 
the end and to unify the entire party. 


Another outstanding point which differentiates our party from other 
political parties is our practicing the mass line. The ultimate 
criterion prescribing the words and deeds of Communist Party members 
like us is checking whether they agree with the interests of the broad 
masses of people and whether they are supported by the broad masses of 
people. If they agree with the interests of the broad masses of people, 
the tasks, policies and work styles are correct. If they do not agree 
with the interests of the masses of people, all tasks, policies and work 
styles are incorrect. 


We Communist Party members must avoid dogmatism, empiricism, commandisn, 
tailism, sectarianism, bureaucracy, (?deviationism), arrogance, self- 
pride and all other shortcomings. Communist Party members must whole- 
heartedly serve the masses. Whatever they do, the interests of the 
masses come first; not the interests of an individual or group. They 
must tie their responsibility to the masses to their responsibility to 
their leading departments. 
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All comrades must love the masses and listen attentively to the voice of 
the masses. They must never for a moment divorce themselves from the 
masses, but rather identify themselves with the masses wherever they are. 
They must immerse themselves among the masses rather than standing above 
them. In line with the present level of enthusiasm of the masses, they 
must awaken and raise their consciousness to a higher level. They must 
help the masses to gradually organize themselves voluntarily and to 
launch all essential struggles permitted by circumstances of the given 
time and place. All comrades must be educated to do this. 


Correct leadership of all the practical work of the party means "from 
the masses, to the masses." That is, go to the masses, study and learn 
from them, synthesize their ideas into better, systematic principles and 
methods, and later explain these to the masses. 


The masses must be helped to achieve liberation and happiness by agi- 
tating and organizing them so that they will work voluntarily under the 
party's leadership and will solve their own problems. Commandism is 
wrong, in any type of work, because it oversteps the level of conscious- 
ness of the masses, is directly opposed to the principle of voluntary 
mass action, and reflects the disease of impetuousity. 


On the other hand, tailism is also wrong, because it falls below the 

level of consciousness of the masses, is directly opposed to the prin- 
ciple of leading the masses forward, and reflects the disease of dilatori- 
ness. 


Overstepping the reality and the level of consciousness of the masses 

or lagging far behind them are not the correct form of providing leader- 
ship. Therefore, in all practical work, we must oppose both commandism 
and tailism. 


The masses of people alone are the motive force in the making of world 
history. In accordance with this historical materialist outlook, if we 
rely only on the masses, resolutely have faith in the inexhaustible 
creative power of the masses, and act as a component part of the masses, 
we will overcome all difficulties and will certainly defeat the enemy. 


Still another hallmark distinguishing our party from other political 
parties is the conscientious practice of criticism and self-criticism. 


The only way to settle questions of an ideological nature or the contro- 
versial issues among the people is by the democratic method. This means 
that the method of coercion or repression must not be used, but instead 
the method of discussion, criticism, persuasion and education. 


Such a democratic method of solving contradictions among the people 


means starting off with the intention of achieving unity; solving con- 
tradictions through criticism or struggle; and attaining a new sense of 
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unity on a new basis. It is very important to start off with a will to 
achieve unity. This is because without such a will, the criticism 
practiced and the struggle waged will definitely not bring good results. 
Thus, it is necessary to practice criticism and self-criticism correctly. 
It is also essential that criticism and self-criticism be practiced 
intensively and not haphazardly or superficially. 


[BK121124] Criticism and self-criticism must not be viewed separately; 
they must be correctly integrated. Although it is true that we must 
emphasize criticism at certain times, self-criticism is the principal 
method of correcting a comrade's method of thinking or the work style 
and thinking of the entire party. 


Since Communist Party members base themselves on the interests of the 
broad masses of people and are prepared to sacrifice even their lives, 
there is no reason for them not to correct thinking, work style and 
methods which are not in agreement with the interests of the people, 
and to forego their individual interests for the interests of the 
people and the revolution. Thus, all party members must deftly make 
use of the weapon of criticism and self-criticism, build up correct 
thinking and work styles and strengthen the unity of the party. 


6. Maintain and Continue Developing the Good Tradition of the Party 
and Build an Even Sturdier Party 


In the course of the protracted armed struggle, our party, with a spirit 
of self-reliance and fearing neither death nor hardship, practiced and 
fostered the proletarian revolutionary spirit and work style of daring 
to struggle arduously until the last drop of blood. 


Our party, united with all genuine Marxist-Leninist parties and organi- 
zations the world over as well as with the proletariat, oppressed people 
and oppressed nations throughout the world, has resolutely opposed U.S. 
imperialism and neorevisionism which revolves around the traitorous 
clique of Soviet revisionists. 


In the present world situation, our party is playing an appropriate role 
in the struggle to oppose the two superpowers--U.S. imperialism and 
Soviet social imperialism--particularly the latter, and to completely 
defeat imperialists, revisionists and international reactionaries so as 
to liberate all mankind. This good tradition is a hallmark which dis- 
tinguishes our party from other political parties. The entire party 
must be educated in this good tradition so that our revolution will 
develop to the next higher stage. This good tradition, which belongs 

to our whole party, was established at the expense of the sweat and 
blood of tens of thousands of our comrade martyrs and must be maintained 
and further developed. 
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We must firmly grasp the universal truth of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought and work faithfully according to the three principles taught 

by Comrade Mao Zedong--work according to Marxism and not revisionism; 
work for unity and not split; be open and aboveboard and don't intrigue 
or conspire. 


We, the entire party, must further grasp the work style which integrates 
theory with practice, and must deftly exercise it. In our thinking and 
work, we must build up the thinking and work style which uses the 
dialectical materialist method of viewing two sides to analyze right and 
wrong, good points and shortcomings, which is lofty in spirit, cautious, 
and not arrogant or impetuous, and which wholeheartedly serves the 
people. 


We must step up our correct practice of the mass line of not for a moment 
divorcing ourselves from the masses and making ourselves a part of the 
masses in all our work. All party members must make good use of the 
weapon of criticism and self-criticism and must make their thinking, 
organization and work style even more revolutionary. 


It is the historical duty of all party members to further maintain and 
practice the good tradition and work styles of our party and to build 
our party into a stronger vanguard party of the proletariat by resolutely 
opposing and overcoming all nonproletarian thinking and work styles.

INTERVIEW WITH INDIRA GANDHI

[Interview with Indira Gandhi, Indian Prime Minister, by Efe Ramon-Luis: 
"The World Situation is Explosive") 


[Text] Asked about the situation which now prevails on the Indian sub- 
continent following Soviet intervention in Afghanistan, Indira Gandhi did 
not conceal a certain pessimism which, in any case, is a result of India's 
domestic problems just as much as of international difficulties. 


"We are," the Indian Prime Minister explained, "in an extremely difficult 
internal situation. Our country's backwardness, the size of its population 
and its diversity have already made our task very hard...." Furthermore, 
Mrs Gandhi is faced with another major problem--"the resumption of the cold 
war so near our borders, which could result in an escalation leading to real 
confrontation." 


Especially since, in the Indian Prime Minister's opinion, far from either 
stabilizing or decreasing, tension is "rapidly building up." 


“Therefore, the attitude of the nations which include us in their sphere 
of rivalry is totally unacceptable to us." 


However, it must be explained that, unlike Western countries, Indira Gandhi 
sees as her main problem not Afghanistan but Pakistan.... 


"Obviously," she explained, "we do not excuse Soviet action in Afghanistan, 
but it should be viewed in a historical perspective. The USSR is obsessed 
with China. When powers like the United States and China form an alliance, 
arm Pakistan, talk about interfering in Afghanistan and exert pressure on 
the shah--when he was in power in Iran--the Soviet Union feels encircled. 
Therefore, a reaction on its part was to be expected. Obviously, it was 
not known what form it would take, but it was certain that the Soviets 
would react in one way or another...." 


Looking at it from this viewpoint, her reaction to the sending of troops to 
Kabul has been completely different to that of Western countries: 
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"We now are in an explosive situation. Therefore, we will not attempt to 
find out who is right.... especially since both sides are certainly in the 
wrong. All that interests us is how war can be prevented.... especially 
since Third World countries cannot afford the luxury of a war." 


this is why Mrs Gandhi's main fear is that "Pakistan could become a foreign 
base." 

"Whenever arms have been given to it," she explained, “it has used them 
against us: When Eisenhower supplied the Pakistanis with arms, the only 
undertaking he asked for was that they would be used only against communist 
countries and not against India. As for Khrushchev, an undertaking that 
the arms supplied would never be used against the USSR was his only precon- 
dition for Soviet military support. Zhou Enlai acted in the same way to 
protect China." 


"As a result," Indira Gandhi stated, “our country has always served as target 
for any arms acquired by Pakistan abroad." 


This being the case, the Indian Prime Minister believes that if the United 
States decides to arm Pakistan it will make the mistake "of supporting one 
man.... just as in the case of the shah in Iran, and will find itself di- 
rectly involved in the present Pakistani president's military repression 
policy." 


We Condemn All Interventions 


Then comes the crucial point: Does India condemn the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan? Mrs Gandhi answers...by broadening the debate: 


"We condemn all intervention, armed or otherwise, all foreign interference. 
For example: China invaded Vietnam and the Western world did not condemn 
this action. You cannot condemn some and not others....I am therefore not 
becoming involved in the present crisis in our region, so as to avoid 
casting the blame on a single country when others are also to blame: The 
United States, for example, which is developing the base on Diego Garcia." 


Under these circumstances, what joint initiatives can France and India take 
to end the present tension? A question which Mrs Gandhi clearly does not 
want to answer: "It is difficult to give an opinion at the moment," is all 
that she will say. 


One thing, however, is certain. Although far apart politically, France and 
India have at least one point in common: A particular concern for inde- 
pendence and economic realism. France at the European level and India within 
the nonalined context: "The ‘nonalined movement" has lost some of its force 
recently, and has been drawn into the cold war stream....at the Colombo 
conference we adopted a joint political stance which enabled us to concen- 
trate on the economic problems which are the most important for us." 
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On the other hand, if Mrs Gandhi approves of the Colombo conference, she 
reproaches Havana for “its clashes between the ideas of the two great 
blocs." 


Mrs Gandhi clearly believes that the "political approach," by virtue of the 
dangers it presents, can only lead to the worst. The "economic" must be 
favored. But an economic approach which is not devoid of clashes. With 
the common market, for example, those attitudes she challenges: 


"Its commercial practices are highly protectionist toward us. The Europeans 
must change. We are old countries trying to raise ourselves to the level of 
the present era. We need economic help to manage it...." 


Again, the Indian Prime Minister resumes her basic analysis: "A strong, 
stable India is indispensable to our whole region." 


There is still a long way to go to reach this point, within India as much 
as within the framework of international relations. Mrs Gandhi is aware 
of this. Just as she is aware that it is now urgent for her to defuse the 
tension which reigns in both the Middle East and the Far East alike. 


This is why she is committed to making two foreign trips as quickly as she 
can: One to Pakistan and one to China.

[Begin recording] "Dear friends and kith and kin near and far: My name 
is (Mey Man). I am 59 years old. I have been a student in Paris, chief of 
the Public Works Office, member of the Democratic Party steering committee, 
director of the Kampucheabotr College = chief of the office of the Rice 
Bran Oil Refinery in Phnom Penh.' 


After the hundreds of thousands of Vietnamese troops thrust into Kampuchea 
on 3 February 1979 the Vietnamese aggressors and exterminators took away my 

3 elder sons along with 200 other male and female youths. My wife died of 
illness at the age of 46, on 10 November 1979 in the Battambang hospital, due 
to lack of everything. Rice and medicine had al) ~lundered by the Viet- 
namese aggressors. Every patient in the hospital «nw well that he was just 
waiting for death. There was no medicine in the hospital, while outside the 
hospital the Vietnamese bartered medicine and rice for gold. A gunny bag of 
rice costs 5 chi [1 chi is equivalent to 3.75 grams] of gold. 
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Every family suffered similarly. Some families have only one or two members 
left, and are only bags of bone. In some families, all the members died. 
Everyday, one can see people--young and old and men and women alike--whose 
bodies look like corpses walking along Route 5 from Battambang town to the 
West. 


"The Vietnamese do not distribute the remaining rice to us. They ban the 
distribution of humanitarian aid. They forbid us to go out to search for 
wild roots and to barter for food along the Kampuchean-Thai border. When- 
ever we dare to go, they send their men to confiscate our gold and kill us." 


Having seen with my own eyes what the Vietnamese have done to the people, 
such as killing all the people in an entire village, I have decided to join 
the fight against them so as to prevent our children and race from being mas- 
sacred at will. "One day I heard on the radio, and later had a chance to 
read, the draft political program of the Patriotic and Democratic Front of the 
Great National Union of Kampuchea [PDFGNUK] and the new strategic line of 

the Government of Democratic Kampuchea. The PDFGNUK draft program guarantees 
the rights and freedom of every citizen, particularly the rights to live and 
work according to one's own ability and, as a citizen, to contribute to the 
defense and construction of the country. The new members of the Democratic 
Kampuchean Government are all persons who have a lofty spirit of sacrifice 
and are absolutely loyal to the people. This is a factor which can guarantee 
proper implementation of the front's draft program now and in the future. 


After thoroughly studying this draft program, I then braved all obstacles to 
bring my children to join the struggle against the Vietnamese aggressors 

and exterminators in a zone firmly controlled by the Government of Democratic 
Kampuchea. In this zone, I have met with many blood brothers and sisters, 
male and female combatants and cadres of all levels who are very brave and 
determined to fight resolutely against the Vietnamese exterminators. I have 
thus become more confident. I believe that all the sacrifices, even in flesh 
and blood, of our forefathers and children in defending our nation and 
fatherland will not be in vain. 


"From here, I sincerely call on you, friends and kith and kin near and far, 
to immediately rise up shoulder to shoulder with each other and jointly 
raise your clubs to hit simultaneously at the heads of the Vietnamese. You 
should deal both political and physical blows at the Vietnamese, but must 
prevent the enemy's clubs from hitting our people. We must rise up simul- 
taneously as one; but we must not do anything which will weaken our side or 
prevent us from hitting hard at the Vietnamese, because if we cannot quickly 
crush the Vietanmese, they will be able to continue their sabotage against 
us. 


"Everyday the Vietnamese kill thousands of our compatriots through all 
methods, such as starvation, bullets and toxic chemicals and gas. Therefore, 
our current, sole urgent task is to fight against the Vietnamese in all areas 
so as to defend our race. Wherever you are, you should fight against the 
Vietnamese. Let history solve any pending problem. 
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"The PDFGNUK draft program is a firm foundation of great significance which 
can last for generations to come and with which anyone can come to terms for 
the building of a strong society. We are confident that we will be able to 
drive the Vietnamese bandits out of our fatherland, because justice will 
finally conquer injustice. The way to defend the nation and race must con- 
quer the genocidal war. As the Angkor Khmers, we must now join hands in 
liberating our race. In the long future to come we must join hands in re- 
building our country and making it prosperous. 


"After the war, when we have successfully crushed the Vietnamese, we will 
need close unity, because the extent of the destruction left behind by the 
Vietnamese will be immense and the reconstruction of our country will take 

a long time. 

"United, the Khmers will live in honor; divided, the Khmers will die cheaply!

[Text] Vice Minister of Finance Mok Han Khim stressed that the Malayan 
Chinese Association and the Chinese community are inextricably related 

to one another and that the first prerequisite for their mutual existence 
and development is to avert a split at all costs. 


The vice minister of finance officiated at the opening ceremony of the 
second cadre training camp of the Malayan Chinese Association's Perak 
industrial and agricultural section at Tanah Rata, Cameron, yesterday. 


He said: "Malaysia is a multinational society. In such a democratic 
society, if we ethnic Chinese want to get any benefit or accomplishment, 
we must have an adequate understanding of our rights and obligations and 
adopt the necessary active attitude accordingly. Similarly, if we want 
to actively fight for our rights, we must be willing to pay the price 

at any time. Only through such an attitude can we effectively grasp our 
rights and promote mutual understanding and collaboration among the na- 
tionalities, maintain respect toward the Chinese race and offer our sin- 
cerity toward the nation. 


"In our lives we often come across certain individuals who often use a 
split technique to sabotage collaboration and understanding among the 
people, as well as play tricks between giving and taking. On the one 
hand, they pay attention to their own interest, but on the other they 
incite everybody to do their duty. Such tactics often cause confusion 
and doubt among the people during a democratic political election cam- 


paign. 


"Those irresponsible politicians and other individuals with ulterior

Espe- 
cially we Chinese must enhance our political awareness all the time; we 
must never lose sight of our objective toward solidarity of the entire 
people, and must shoulder our civic duties and guard our land." 


State assemblyman Lim Kim Chi said in his speech: "Politics is real and 
also cruel. We must show concern in politics and take part in political 
activities." 


Another state assemblyman, Tan Chan Chuan, said that in order to muster 
force in political solidarity, we must do it through an organization, and 
we must actively take part in political work in order to grasp our civic 
rights. Tonight's gathering, he said, is an eloquent expression of how 
we have a common political objective to attain solidarity. 


Datuk Ong Sing Chew said in his speech: “The Malayan Chinese Association 
professes to represent the Chinese and fight for benefits on behalf of the 
Chinese. Consequently, those commissioned by the Malayan Chinese Associa- 
tion as official representatives should understand their mission. In 
official meetings, they should oppose all policies and regulations which 
are detrimental to the Chinese. At the same time, they should know whether 
resolutions to be adopted during official meetings are detrimental or bene- 
ficial to the Chinese." 


Datuk Ong continued that today the Malayan Chinese Association leaders in- 
variably stress that they are following the "mass line," but they are ac- 
tually doing different things. As a matter of fact, he said, the asso- 
ciation's leadership level is isolating and blaming the masses and com- 
plaining about the latter's disunity--so, is all this what they call fol- 
lowing the mass line? He hoped that the leaders would listen to public 
opinion and boldly accept their constructive criticisms, for these are 

the desires of the great Chinese masses. Only in this way can the Malayan 
Chinese Association become strong and effectively lead the Chinese people. 


He stressed that what the people want is a whole, united Malayan Chinese 
Association, and not half of it. "I hope the leadership will grasp this 
opportunity to make a self-analysis and rein in the horse at the edge of 
a precipice. In this way the association can grow strong." 


Datuk Chan Eng Som pointed out in his speech that in such a multicultural 
and multireligious country as Malaysia, the most ideal political organiza- 
tion is one that is composed of various nationalities, and not of one 
single race.

a short period, probably not within the next 30 to 50 years," he said. 


He continued: "Under the present political situation, each nationality 
should have a strong political party to defend its own basic interests. 
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"In fact, in this country, whichever has a strong political party has a 
better guarantee for safeguarding its fundamental interests. 


"In my opinion, our Chinese com )a riots are hoping for a strong political 
party to safeguard our interests. It is up to us to turn this hope into 
reality, as long as we consider it a necessity and we are full of deter- 
mination." 


Datuk Chan, who is a lawyer by profession, declared that he did not wish 
to see the Chinese compatriots split up among themselves; on the contrary, 
he hoped to put more effort toward solidarity among them, because a split 
among the Chinese will serve them no good whatsoever. 


He appealed to the Chinese compatriots to join the Malayan Chinese Associa- 
tion, so that it can become a strong political party worthy of the pride 
of the Chinese race. He hoped that no one, whether he is member of the 
association or otherwise, will suspect his good intentions toward the 
Malayan Chinese Association.

[Text] The Ministry of Public Works has appropriated Pl million for the 
expansion and improvement of the port of Mercedes in Camarines Norte to in- 
crease the volume of fish products that are being unloaded in the area, 
Public Works District engineer Ponciano Arban disclosed yesterday. 


He said work to extend the pier by at least 30 meters will start sometime 
this month. The public works head office, Arban said, has alloted 
P200,000 for the pier expansion. 


Another P650,000 has already been programmed for the placement of timber 
piles along the premises of the pier to protect the town proper from sea 
erosion. 


The public works district engineer claimed that Mercedes port is one of the 
biggest ports in the Bicol region. 


Arban pointed out that some three million tons of fish are unloaded annually 
at the Mercedes port. The catch at times goes to waste because of a short- 
age of refrigeration facilities in the area. The existing refrigeration 
plant cannot cope with the output of the area, he said. 


The present facilities of the Mercedes port are so inadequate to cope with 
the increasing volume of fish products coming from the different parts of 
the country, Arban added. 


To provide additional facilities like ice plants, storage refrigeration 
plants, fish drying facilities and salt factory, the province of Camarines 
Norte, has prepared a paper that proposes the inclusion of the Mercedes 
port in any future plan to construct more fishing ports in the country. 


At present, there are five ports being programmed for construction this 
year, and five more are planned under the second phase of the fish port de- 
velopment scheme of the public works ministry. 


Arban said that Mercedes port is approximately halfway between Manila and

DIRECT INVESTMENTS HIT $158 MILLION

[Text] Direct foreign investments into the country last year amounted to 
$157.8 million, notching a 16-percent or almost $22-million gain over the 
preceding year's $136 million. 


For December 1979 alone, according to da_a supplied by the Central Bank, 
the inflow of direct foreign investments increased by 95 percent or $6.3 
million at almost $13 million from $6.6 million in December 1978. 


The total investments inflow accounted for 13 percent of the overall long- 
term capital that made it to Philippine shores last year. 


CB data showed that $1.23 billion in long-term capital flowed into the coun- 
try in 1979, which was 15 percent lower than 1978's total figure of $1.45 
billion. 


The bulk of this total long-term capital inflow was in the form of loans 
contracted by both the government and private sectors. 


In the same period, foreign capital withdrawn from the country also re- 
mained on the uptrend. 


CB data placed the total amount of capital withdrawn at $85.07 million. 
This represented a $65-million or 314 percent increase over withdrawals 
of $20.52 million in 1978. 


In December alone, capital withdrawn totalled $13.66 million against $4.28 
million in December a year ago. 


On the other hand, Filipino capital authorized for investment overseas 
reached $40.83 million last year, up by 197 percent from the preceding 
year’s figure of $13.76 million. 


December 1979 data showed that capital for direct investment overseas 
amounted to $4.17 million, an improvement over December 1978 level of $1.41 
million. 
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The CB data also showed that during the year, a total of $852.6 million in 
short-term capital flowed into the country. This amount was $241.6 mil- 
lion or 39.5 million more than the $610.96 million registered in 1978. 


The bulk of the short-term capital funds were in the form of loans of the 
government amounting to $559.74 million. This was $260.63 million or 
87.1 percent more than short-term loans of the government in 1978 which 
reached $299.11 million. 


Short-term loans of the private sector last year also increased to $182.74 
million, up by $20.23 million or 12.4 percent over the $162.51 million regis- 
tered in 1978, the CB data showed. 


On the other hand, the outflow of short-term capital in 1979 amounted to 
$445.26 million, an increase of $48.34 million or 12.18 percent over the 
$396.92 million registered in 1978. 


Capital outflow in terms of loans of the private sector amounted to $158.71 
million, up by $55.16 million or 53.27 percent over the $103.55 recorded 
in 1978. 


Short-term capital outflow in the form of loans of the government amounted 
ro $151.02 million in 1979, an increase of $45.7 million or 43.39 percent 
over the 1978 figure.

[Text] Taipei, 12 Mar (CNA)--The fiscal surplus for 1979 of the central 
government amounted to NT dollars 23,876 million (US dollars 663.2 
million), Chang Tao-min, minister of audit of the control yuan, said 
Tuesday. 


Reporting before a meeting of the legislative yuan, Chang said that the 
huge surplus will contribute greatly to the stability of prices and the 
development of the nation's economy. 


The auditing report showed that the final accounts of revenue of NT 
dollars 176,922 million represented an increase of NT dollars 21,866 
million over the preliminary budget and that the final accounts of 
expenditures of NT dollars 153,045 million represented a decline of 
NT dollars 2,009 million, resulting in a fiscal surplus of NT dollars 
23,876 million, Chang said. 


This was the 15th consecutive year that the central government has 
reported fiscal surpluses since 1964, Chang said. 


In 1979 the gross national product (GNP) registered an increase of 12.26 
percent compared with the preceding year. The per capita income for 
the year reached NT dollars 46,771, representing an increase of 17.02 
percent, Chang said. 


The government tax revenue in 1979 accounted for 27.17 percent, of the 
national income, higher than the immediate 5-year average of 23.68 per- 
cent. The capital formatio: rose sharply to 42.99 percent compared with 
the preceding year, of which investments made by government and state 
enterprises accounted for 44.37 percent of the total capital formation, 
Chang said. 


The year's total supply and demand of economic resources stood at 
NT dollars 1,595,622 million, representing an increase of 14.64 percent, 
in real terms, compared with the previous year. 
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The national income in the year amounted to NT dollars 811,743 million, 
an increase of 20.69 percent over 1978. 


In foreign trade, imports totaled NT dollars 463,805 million, up 36.67 
percent over 1978 and exports, NT dollars 516,789 million, up 33.14 
percent. 


Wholesale prices rose 8.11 percent annuaily, and the urban consumers 
prices rose 6.22 percent. 


The employment rate in 1979 accounted for 98.62 percent of the total 
working population.

WORLD BANK TO GRANT LOAN FOR EXPORT CORPORATION 
Bangkok SIAM RAT in Thai 20 Feb 80 p 2 


[Text] The World Bank will allow the Ministry of Finance to borrow 2 billion 
baht to establish a corporation for export credit guarantees. 


News sources from the Ministry of Finance have revealed that at the present 
time a law concerning the establishment of an export credit corporation has 
been drafted and is about ready to be submitted to the new finance minister, 
Sommai Huntrakun for forwarding to the Cabinet for its consideration. 


As for the funding for this corporation, it has been revealed that as of 
now the World Bank has agreed in principle to allow the Ministry of Finance 
to borrow 2 billion baht for this purpose as a special case. The 2 billion 
baht is ia 2ddition to what had elready been requested for the Ministry of 
Finance in the original funding. 


The policy of the draft bill is to establish an export finance institution 
to boost exports. It is also to support construction contractors overseas 
in order to help solve the problem of trade imbalances and balance of pay- 
ments deficits currently being experienced. The export credit guarantee 
corporation will be designed to assist exporters with loan guarantees and 
will also be an insurance corporation for exports. 


News reports further revealed the powers and duties of the corporation 
saying that in insuring exporters in borrowing money from financial insti- 
tutions, aside from covering the principal and interest, it would guarantee 
foreign currency rates. Loans to exporters would be on the easiest terms 
possible. Even if there is no property for collateral, it will be possible 
for a borrower to get a loan including backing for letters of guarantee, 
such as letters guaranteeing pledges of advance payment for exports. Should 
there be funds left over it will be possible for the funds to be used to 
invest in securities and to buy or sell financial instruments or instruments 
of exchange. 


In operations, a committee for export credit guarantees will be established 
to administer the corporation. There will be representatives from the 
Ministry of Finance and the Bank of Thailand on the committee together in 
the interest of encouraging the Ministry of Finance to guarantee loans, both 
domestic and foreign. It will also provide support funds to the corporation 
should it lose money.

GUIDELINES ON VILLAGE DEFENSE UNITS SENT TO PROVINCIAL GOVERNORS 
Bangkok SIAM RAT in Thai 19 Feb 80 p 3 


[Text] The Ministry of the Interior has sent an order to provincial 
governors stressing the matter of quality in training Thai Volunteers for 
National Defense [TVND]. In the urgency of the situation in the villages 
quantity is of secondary importance. 


Pol Maj Gen Srisak Thammarak, deputy vice-minister of the Interior announced 
that the Ministry has sent orders to all provincial governors to increase 
their understanding and for their compliance in considering and approving 
the TVND programs of the districts each year. The provinces shall grant 
approval according to the budgetary constraints of the province supporting 
the needs of the district, especially in training the volunteers who must 

be trained and in the establishment of defense villages. The important 
thing is to consider quality or the urgency of the situation in each village. 
The quantity of volunteers is to be considered of secondary importance. 
Therefore the following considerations are of primary importance for all 
provinces and the Bangkok Metropolitan Area in training establishment of 
defense villages by the districts: 


1. It should be a village located on provincial or district boundary lines. 


2. It should be a village in which there has appeared some evidence of com- 
munist terrorist subversion. 


3. It should be a village in which there has been more disturbance of peace 
and public order by outlaws than in other villages. 


In other villages demonstrating lesser need, the province shall make con- 
siderations based on its budgetary constraints. 


The deputy vice-minister also said that at this time various provinces have 
urgently trained volunteers so as to get both quantity and quality in accor- 
dance with government policy. In training each class of volunteers, it 
might be necessary for the district to spend more money than that allocated 
for it in the provincial budget. Therefore it is requested that efforts be 
made to conserve in the training of volunteers so as not to burden the 
general public or the districts.

DYNAMICS OF BLACK MARKET TRADE ALONG THAI-KAMPUCHEAN BORDER DESCRIBED 
Bangkok SIAM RAT in Thai 19 Feb 80 p 3 


[Article by Thirakat Serirangsay:: "Closing the Aranyaprathet Border ‘Black 
Market '--After Closing, It Has to Open") 


[Text] There are two significant "black markets" along the Thai-Kampuchean 
border--the area of Ban Non Mak Mun and Ban Nong Samet, Khok Sung Subdistrict, 
Ta Phraya District, Prachinburi Province. 


Aside from that [there are others] scattered along the border from Aranya- 
prathet District to Ta Phraya District. 


Commerce in these "black markets" is carried out formally with the permission 
of Thai authorities, between Thais who live in four districts: Aranyaprathet, 
Sa Kaeo, Wattananakhon and Ta Phraya and the Khmer Serei and various groups 
of Kampuchean refugees. 


The reason for this is to compensate for the destruction suffered by vil- 
lagers to their crops and the obstruction in making a living from the 
influx of these Kampucheans. 


The basis for taking up this trading activity, aside from one's having to 
be a resident in one of the four districts mentioned above, is that each 
merchant brings his goods for sale at a price not to exceed 500 baht (based 
on the value of the goods). 


Types of goods whose sale is strictly forbidden are war materiel, bicycles, 
bread (military authorities consider it to be food that can be stored for 
a long time and held in reserve for use in war) and medicines, etc. 


Trading activity at Ban Nong Samet begins about 0600 to 1000 hours at which 
time there is much confusion, but after that, things calm down to the point 
that after noon there is hardly any activity at all. At Ban Non Mak Mun 
trading activity runs at a fever pitch all day. 


"...The villagers have large incomes because the Kampucheans are bringing 
pieces of gold and gold medallions to exchange at very low prices. They very 
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much want to get food, medicines and clothing, even bicycles. The govern- 
ment has forbidden the sale of these, but there are sales made on the sly, 
The lowest price is 3,000 baht each. A stick of ice cream used to cost 10 
baht, but now is only 5 baht because villagers from other locations are 
flooding in to sell it and the price has dropped," explained a villager 
from Ban Nong Samet. 


The trading is no less feverish at Ban Non Mak Mun than at the Phramane 
Grounds in Bangkok. Aside fim the three necessities of food, medicines 
and clothing, luxury goods such as cigarettes, ice and fruit drinks are 
sold in the market, 


According to Mr Nao Dansuwat, chief of the Sales Department of the tobacco 
factory, there is generally no absence [of ciagrettes] in the city markets, 
but there are not enough because the [merchants] bring them to sell to the 
Aranyaprathet traders who buy them all for sale to the Kampucheans. 


"The Kampucheans haven's smoked cigarettes in 4 years and they haven't had 
any ice. When they see it before they die, they just have to ask tor it 
and they will trade any amount of money or gold to get it. Betel nut is 
really selling well," a villager in Aranyaprathet said. Trading with these 


Khmer Serei is beneficial to villagers living along the border improving 
their living standards. It gives unemployed villagers some income and 
brings in foreign currency, gold and other valuables. 


Hundreds of minibuses line up to service the villagers, creating income 
for the minibus owners that rivals what they would earn in Bangkok. Vil- 
lagers in the border trade pay for 3 or 4 trips which amounts to at least 
80 baht per person. 


On the negative side, not a day passes that killers and outlaws do not 
murder and rob. There is clandestine selling of war materiel to fcreign 
military forces. There is dislocation of homes and many are movin, into 
the area. Goods are absent from markets in Aranyaprathet and prices are 
high. The cost of living in the four districts has gone up. There are 
sales of other smuggled goods and clandestine import of smuggled goods 
into the country. 


Most importantly and something that cannot be evaded is the corruption that 
has cropped up in the Border Patrol Police and soldiers who are working in 
the area, 


This corruption involves the special income from the minibuses which trans- 
port the merchants to the markets along the border. [The police and soldiers] 
seize goods with an estimated value of more than 500 baht from the merchants 
enroute to the border. They also seize money or demand toll fees on the 
return trip. 


Worse yet, are the merchants themselves, specifically for selling strategic 
materiel to the various Kampuchean factions. 
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'inmally, Col Prachak Sawangchit, the commander of Military Department 2, 
ordered the closing of the “black market." He forbade people to engage 
in sales to Kampuchean refugees along the border from 13 February to 
l March. Violators would be punished in accordance with martial law. 
This means that as of 0600 hours on 1 March, the "black market" would 


reopen. 


The reason for this is because of the tremendous benefit that remains along 
the Aranyaprathet border. The Khmer Serei and the Kampuchean refugees are 
not poverty-striken Kampucheans as we had thought.

DROP IN DAM WATER LEVELS IMPERILS ELECTRICITY PRODUCT ION 
Phumiphon Dam 
Bangkok SIAM RAT in Thai 20 Feb 80 p 2 


[Text] The Electrical Generating Authority of Thailand [EGAT] is concerned 
that there is not enough water at the Phumiphon Dam to produce electricity 
and it will have to reduce the amount generated to 300,000 kilowatts. 


News reports from EGAT state that the Phumiphon Dam, currently the largest 
and most important hydroelectric power producer, is faced with continuously 
decreasing supplies of water. At this time the water level is approximately 
225 meters, a situation of great concern. If the water drops to 213 meters 
it will not be enough to generate electricity in that it will not be able 
to rum the turbines which number six in all. If this situation develops, 
it will mean that there will be a loss of 300,000 kilowatts because the 
turbines are turned only by water power and it is not possible to use any- 
thing else as a power source. Therefore, while there is still 12 meters 

of water more thar the point at which it is impossible to generate elec- 
tricity, it is necessary to be most economical with the water used so that 
electricity may continue to be generated.

[Text] EGAT is facing a severe crisis. The director says it is because 
the water level at the dams is dropping alarmingly. Even if oil is brought 
in as a supplement, it will not improve the situation. It may be necessary 
to decrease electricity production by 15 percent in April. 


Mr Kasem Chatikwanit, EGAT director gave an interview at the Sri Nakherin 
dam yesterday and said that at this time EGAT is facing a most serious pro- 
blem; it cannot meet the demand for electricity and if a solution to the 
problem is not found soon, an inescapable energy problem will result. 


The EGAT director said that at the moment electricity production must depend 
on oil and water at dams as the principal fuel sources. However, as far as 
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hydroelectric power is concerned, it appears that there is a crisis because 
the water is drying up to a large extent and there may not be enough to 
generate electricity. It is believed that in the next 3 monthe that 

EGAT will have to decrease production by 15 percent, regardless of how much 
oil there might be, because the ofl cannot be used in the turbines. 


Mr Kasem also said that as of now EGAT expenditures are in deficit to the 
tune of 185 million baht per month even with the electricity price increase, 
It is expected that in 1980 EGAT will still lose 400 million baht, even 
without thinking about a possible increase in the price of fuel oil, which 
may come in April according to news report. 


However, plans have been abandoned for nuclear-generated electricity, because 
it would not be done in time. At the very least it would take 8 years of 
the fastest construction work before a project could be completed. 
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
